The effect of the Anglo-Russian gives the following article from the Manchester 
alliance in the East. Guardtan :-— 

The English Ambassador’s support of the Russian Ambassador in the 
unjust demands of Rassia is really very deplorable. England is known in 
Central Asia as the embodiment of liberty, integrity, greatness and justice. 
Nothing is more derogating to her good name than her overlooking the objects 
cherished by Russia in spite of the declaration she made to the other Powers of 
Europe and Sir Edward Grey’s assurance in the Parliament about the 
withdrawal of the Russian troops as soon as the safety of the foreigners is out 
of danger—a danger which did never exist. 


Russia is endeavouring to withdraw only that section of her troops that 
was stationed at Kazwin with a view to secure the intended concessions from 
the Persian Government and not the entire army which is the canse of dis- 
turbance in Tabriz, Meshdt and the other northern districts. If Russia demands 
such concessions as a condition of withdrawing her troops from all the different 
provinces the whole of the northern Persia will fall into her possession before 
she has withdrawn two-thirds of her troops from Persia and nothing will be 
left for the Persians. On the other hand, it is stated, that the new Cabinet has, 
with great difficulty, composed the differences in the Mejliss about the appoint- 
ment of foreign advisers and is doing its best to establish perfect peace and 
order in the whole of the country. In such a critical situation the English 
and the Russian Ambassadors are creating obstacles in Teheran about the 
appointment of foreign advisers on the ground that advisers from France and 
Italy will lead to a rivalry between the Powers. It is difficult to understand 
what political interests France, Italy or America is likely to gain when 
the intentions of Russia are well known. Russia has declared that anything 
hindering peace and order in Persia is hateful to her. 


Russia wants that if Persia does not appoint Russian advisers she must 
appoint advisers from Belgium or from some such country as Belgium so that 
she may use them as instruments for exercising her power in the whole 
of Persia. The appointment of a Belgian adviser has resulted not only in 
the loss of Persian commerce in Russia but in the loss to England’s trade in 
Persia. Hence why should England help Russia in extending her influence in 
Central Asia. But England is ready to sacrifice her reputation in Central 
Asia for pleasing Russia, The Musalmans will look upon the fame of 
England’s influence in the East with distrust and abhorrence. 


‘The discord in the relation between the Indian Government and Afghanistan 


has become a public property from the time when the former insisted on the 
acceptance by the latter of the Anglo-Russian decision. 


It is evident that in the face of such a loss the Musalmans will lose their 
faith and friendship in the English and thus create for her a greut difficult 
in the future. ‘The only benefit England can derive from her friendship wit 
Russia is the protection of the frontiers between Baluchistan and Persia which 
have become a part of the sphere of her interests. Will England be able to 
defend it if Russia fortifies herself at Khorasan and finds all the Musalmans 
ready to help her against the English? Is it possible that Russia will rest 
content simply with the northern Persia without turning it into a stronghold

We are afraid the Cabinet will frustrate the hopes of the people, for, 
during these six months of its formation, though it has certainly disarmed 
the rebels and restored order in Teheran no proper steps have been taken 
to ensure peace in the south, which is at. present by no means in a better 
condition than it was before the formation of the Cabinet. The south always 
wants to create disturbance. Baluchistan, the economic and the political 
importance of which is of no little consequence to Persia, is gradually going 
out of her hand. ‘Those who watch the writingsin the English newspapers 
know that the present discords in the south are not less than those iu the north 
and can infer the fate of Baluchistan. 4 | | 
The condition of Persia is not better than that of Baluchistan as the roads 
there are unsafe, towns full of danger, and life and property insecure. We 
consider the difficulties of the Cabinet as real, but we hope that the new Cabinet 
will very soon improve the condition of the south. | 
Are they waiting to take steps as a matter of compulsion till the foreign 
troops have entered the south as they have done in the north on the pretext 
of maintaining peace ? It is better to take now the steps which we shall have 
to take under compulsion hereafter. ‘I"he Cabinet can no longer put off the 
affairs which threaten the independence of our country, for the pretexts of the 
northern neighbours will not be put an end to until peace is established in the 
south. ‘The Cabinet has only to look into the stale principles of its predecessors 
which have thrown us into the present distress. ‘Ihe new Government will 
not be able to establish order in the terror-stricken country without a very 
strong power. The organization of an army is now indispensable for the 
south and a powerful Governor should be sent to Baluchistan and more atten- 
tion paid to the ports and islands of the Persian Gulf to prevent administrative 
difficulties in the future, | | : 
Men of insight seeing the disorders and the revolutions in the sphere of 
the influence of the neighbouring Powers think of “the disastrous consequences — 
that would follow if no check be put onthem. We request the Cabinet to 
take into consideration the results of the lawless deeds in the country, 
Unfortunately the question of the expulsion of the Russian troops and the 
appointment of advisers from fureign countries has still been left in abeyance 
in spite of the tremendous fuss made over it. We do notdeny the obstacles in 
the path of the Cabinet and still cherish our good Opinion about it, but we 
are compelled to inform it of the present state of affairs, hoping that it will do 
its best to sustain its reputation by establishing peace and order in the 
country.

goods. It has been well said by the Russian Council 

that the telegraphic message, from the spiritual 
leaders to the National Assembly for taking steps for a wholesale boycott of the 
Russian goods will be productive’of mischief, It will be injurious not to Persia 
but to Russia which will have to suffer a great loss from such a measure, specially 


-as the labourers in the mills thrown out of employment are already showing signs 


of discontent and disturbance. The mill-owners are trying to prevent their 
Government from committing further excesses in Persia. The inhabitants of 
Caucasus and Turkistan having taken up the cause of the Persians are creating 
disorders in Russia with the result that she has now begun to feel a scarcity 
of money, as the sale of her merchandise which had found in Persia the only 
extensive market for its disposal 18 going to be stopped in that country. This 
is why the Russian diplomats forebode mischievous consequences from the 
boycott movement which they think have frightened the spiritual leaders, 
but it must be understood that these men know the condition of their country 
far better than anyone else. Russia will not stop till she finds a resistance 
to her outrages. AJl her assurances about the withdrawal of her troops have 
been in vain. Does she still want to keep her object concealed under a veil ? 
Can she still say that she is delaying the withdrawal of her troops for the 
protection of the life and property of the foreign subjects or fur the mainten- 
ance of po and order. Far from attempting to deceive or threaten the 
Spiritual leaders Russia should be alive to the influence they enjoy among the 
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Musalmans. It is now impossible for Russia to have a hold y 
Musalmans by inciting the Shias against the Sunnis. Every Mosalman of 
world knows that Russia’s object is nothing but the destruction of Islam, 
Russia will do well to know that the spiritual leaders will be supported in this 
movement not by the Shia learned men of Persia only, but by the educated 
Musalmans of the whole world as well as by the Mufti of Baghdad. The 
spiritual leaders are well aware of the strength, the financial condition 
and the revolutionary state of Russia as also of her powerlessness to 
stand against any one of the Powers. ‘The excesses of Russia in Persia 
have reached their zenith. Turkey, Germany, Austria, France and England 
cannot suffer her to interfere any more, and on the Persians rising up to 
redress their grievances a general bloodshed will occur in Europe if Russia 
does not put a stop to her unlawful encroachments. The Persians will find 
the whole world at their back only if they come forward to defend the in- 
dependence of their country against Russia.

The Times says that Great Britain has no intention of acquiring sovereign 
power in any part of Persia. Reuter says that the Governments of England 
and Russia are acting in concert for re-establishing peace in the country and 
not for dividing the country between themselves. We can, to a certain extent, 
comprehend that the British Government with its extensive territories scattered 
all over the world may not be willing to interfere in the internal administra- 
tion of Persia. But heed rofession of territorial disinterestedness cannot 
be accepted as honest, Had it been the real intention of the Russian Govert- 
ment to be friendly towards Persia it would not have been occupying the 
nothern part of the country on some pretext or another. Sometime ago when 
Russia gave some friendly advice to Persia, it was evident that the former 
would not loosen her grasp on the latter so long as she did not get fresh 
mining and commercial rights from the Persian Government. Whatever the 
Russian Government may say, Persia is not likely to be soon freed from its 
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clutches for two reasons. First, so long as “peace will not be established in 
Persia, Russia will not leave the country, and 50 long as Russia will not leave 
the country the people of Persia will continue to be dissatisfied and their 
hatred against Russians will go on increasing. Besides this, the manner 
in. which the present Persian authorities are showing their incapacity 
makes it evident that the ill-feeling between them and the Russian Govern- 
ment will beeome stronger and stronger on account of this anti-Russian feeling. 
Secondly, the Persian Government is badly in need of money. The army 
is not regularly paid and is consequently dissaviefied, = eee a 

So long as these causes of dissatisfaction will not be removed, there will 
be no peace in the country and, consequeritly, commerce and the State 
revenue will suffer. It is hardly probable that the Persian Government, 
which has been unable to establish peace in two years, will be able to do so 
in three months more owing to Great Britain’s threat. If peace is not soon 
established in the country wily Russia will make matters serious on some 
pretext or other, and thus compel England to interfere in the internal 
administration of the country for guarding her own interest, and a division 
of the country between Russia and England will thereupon become in- 


evitable.

Up till lately the Goalas, 
Kaivartas and such other lower class Hindus of Meherpur, Bansberia and 
Gangori used to carry Musalmans in’ their bullock curta. carry loads belonging 
to them and work as labourers in their houses. Bet uuw they have formed a 
committee amongst themselves and determined not to do any such work. The 


Musalmans never complained of this'to zamindars, nor did they bring the 


Hindne of Peshawar. 
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matter to the notice of the police or otherautlorities. Recently, the Musalmans 
have made rules not to eat of Hindu’s food, not to carry Kaivarta, Barai 
and such other lower class Hindus in their carriages ani not to serve 
Hindus as labourers. The Hindus were fired with anger at this, and 
complained to zamindars. This proving unavailing two or three wicked 
mon in conjunction with an indigo-planter sahkeb complained to the local 
Magistrate that Munshi Jami:suddin was preaching hatred against Hindus 
and that Jaynal Mandal, fatai Mandal and other Musalmans had 
brought all work of Hindus to a standstill, On this Babu Narendranath 
Chowdhuri, the Deputy Magistrate, Meherpur, came to Gandadov and 
Nityunandapur to enquire into the matter. At Gandadov he found no 
indication of hatred against Hindus. At Nityanandapur he called Jaynal 
Mandal aud other Musalmans and, taking the side of Kaivartas and Baraig, 
first with entreaties and then with threats, asked them to tell him who had 
taught them to act as they had done, They said that they had been taught 
by their own experienve and not by any person. He then asked them to 
mention the name of Munshi Jamiruddin, but they said that the Munshi had 
given them uo instruction nor had convened any meeting or formed any 
association in the locality. As Subdivisional Officer of Meherpur why 
should Narendra Babu be determined to compel Musalmans to do menial 
service for lower class Hindas? Every person is free to serve or not to serve 
anybody. When the Kaibartae and Barais do not serve the Musalmans, why 
should the latter serve the former? All sorts of pressure are being brought 
to bear on the Musalmans and even oppressions are being committed on them, 
for compelling them to serve Kaivartas and Barais. The attention of the 
authorities is drawn to the matter.

There would be no necessity of 
importing into Bengal the utterly ignorant and illiterate Hindusthanees ot the 
Upper Provinces, if increased pay were Piven to educated Bengali Hindus 
and Mussalmans, who are at present augmenting tke ranks of the starv:ug 
and discontented youths of the country. The journal is of opinion that, 
in @ Bengal district, instead of 778 constables, 83 head constables, and 
79 Sub- Inspectors, half the number may suffice for the maintenance of peace

Trustees, Out ofthe 14 Trustees, under the Bombay Act,: séver are 
to. be elected, while: out ofthe seven Trustees provided by: the’ Calcutta: Bill, 
only three are:to be: elected; Out of: the seven‘ elected members under’ the 
Bombay: Act, no less than four’ are elected by the Corporation ‘and: a member’ 
is also returned. by the Mill-owners’ Association which is’ largely’ an Indian 
body. . .

Yes, we shall gladly do 
our duty, but we did not thrust the partition on ourselves. The Government 
did: let the Government do its duty to a loyal people ” |

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to be a few years back; and though they would be glad of a modification 
of the measure, they are reconciled to facts which in no way prejudice the 
prospects of the new order to which the old has yielded. With the exception 
of a few public men to whom the partition of Bengal affords a good handic 
for railing against Government. the agitation has no vitality and year by 
year ‘is becoming less real. We do not attach much value to. the closing 
of shops, the bathing in the river or the fasting which are said to be the 
outward and visible signs of an inward and invisible sorrow. These are things 
a little dexterity, a little persuasion, and some wire-pulling can bring about in 
Calcutta. Itis easy to perpetuate amongst some classes the feeling of unre- 
dressed wrong which the démonstrations of Partition Day symbolise. But the 
task is yearly growing harder and there is little doubt that the agitation abont 
the partition of Bengal will be short-lived. Other and more important matters 
are quickly thrusting into the backwash of public activities an episode which 
has been magnified into a tragedy, but which is an episode after all.” 

2073. Referring to the Englishman’s suggestion that a Coronation Darbar 
shouid be held at Calcutta instead of Delhi, on the 
ground that recent events have shown that it is not 
the Northern races but the Bengalis who have failed to resulise the extent of 
the resources of the British Government, the Bengalee writes:—‘‘In plain 
English this means, we suppose, that the deplorable outrages would not have 
occurred if the Bengalis had realised the extent of the resources of the Govern- 
ment. Whether in saying this the writer is not really questioning the loyalty 
of the whole population of Bengal, it is for the authorities to consider. The 
people of Bengal can afford to treat such writings with the contempt which 
they deserve; but the Government can ill-afford to do so. They ought to take 
some notice of disgraceful effusions of this type by means of which their 
authors seek to do incalculable mischief to the cause of mutual understanding 
between the Government and the people.” 

2074. The Amrita Bazar Patrika writes:—‘‘The proposal of the Secre- 
tary of the United Kingdom branch of the Associa- 
tion of Medical Women in India, urging Lady 
Hardinge to change the scope of the Dufferin Fund 
and to found a woman’s medical service for india, thereby opening a definite 
career and securing a position for qualified medical women of all nationalities, 
may be a good one, but it cannot meet with public approval in its entirety. 
The fund was established mainly with the contributions of Indians, and if 


such a service be created, qualified Indian women should have the first claim 
to fill it.”
